The  School  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  re- 
port : 

Our  schools,  thirteen  summer  and  eighteen  winter  terms,  have 
employed  twenty-two  different  teachers,  five  male  and  eighteen 
female  teachers. 

The  amomit  of  money  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes  is 
$1095.    Amount  of  Literary  Fund,  $84.20. 

Total  number  of  scholars  attending  school  during  the  year,  five 
huudi"ed  and  sixty.  Average  attendance,  four  hundred  and  forty- 
eight. 

The  Avhole  length  of  schools  for  the  year,  two  hundred  and 
thirty-two  and  one  half.  Average  length  of  school  to  each  dis- 
trict, thirtee}!  weeks. 

The  number  of  scholars  attending  to  each  of  the  following- 
studies  :  To  Eeading,  560 ;  to  Spelling,  560 ;  Penmanship,  246 ; 
Arithmetic,  370;  Grammar,  99;  Geography,  166;  History,  3; 
Composition,  13;  Philoso]3hy,  3;  Physiology,  1;  Algebra-,  5,  and 
Book-keeping,  1.  ^ 

The  schools  commencing  after  Nov,  1st,  are  termed  winter 
schools. 

The  following  is  a  brief  statement  of  tJie  condition  of  oui* 
schools :

Prudential  Committee,  J.  Dyer  Merrill;  teacher  of  both  terms. 
Miss  Abbie  M.  Lane,  of  Pittsfield  ;♦  length  of  school,  eight  weeks ; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  twenty-six ;  average  attendance,  twen- 
ty-two; wages  of  teacher,  $18. 

Miss  Lane  is  a  teacher  of  experience  and  of  ability.  She  shows 
some  zeal  in  her  work,  and  that  she  was  appreciated  as  a  teacher 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  she  was  employed  the  second  term. 

Length  of  winter  term,  six  and  one  half  weeks ;  whole  number 
of  scholars,  twenty-five ;  average  attendance,  twenty-three ;  wages 
of  teacher,  $20.

Emerjr ;  length  of  school  in  weeks,  eight ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, twenty-nine ;  average  attendance,  nineteen  and  ten  elevenths ; 
wages  of  teacher,  $35. C7. 

As  an  instructor  Mr.  Emery  most  certainly  excels.  There  was 
some  fault  found  with  the  discipline  of  the  school.  When  visited 
by  your  Committee  the  s^ool  appeared  quite  orderly.  If  there 
had  been  confusion  the  fruitage  was  valuable.  The  district  may 
consider  the  school  as  having  made  commendable  progress.  There 
was  but  one  term  in  this  district. 

District  No.  3. 

Prudential  Committee,  David  Glidden;  teacher,  Miss  Clara  E. 
Paige ;  length  of  school  in  weeks,  nine ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, thirteen;  avci'age  attendance,  nine  and  forty-four  forty-fifths; 
^  wages  of  teacher,  $9.    Board  giA^en.    Let  every  district  go  and  do 
likewise  in  the  future. 

The  .school  made  satisfactory  progress,  this  being  the  teacher's 
first  term.  Miss  Paige,  like  all  other  beginners  at  teaching,  does 
not  teach  the  school  that  the  age  demands. 

The  Avinter  term,  of  ten  wrecks,  was  taught  by  Miss  Ella  F. 
Batchelder,  of  Windham;  whole  number  of  scholars,  .twenty- 
three  ;  average  attendance,  twenty ;  wages  of  teacher,  $20. 

I  was  called  to  visit  another  school  at  the  close  of  this.  Our 
mail  arrangements  are  such  that  the  notice  came  too  late.  The 
school  has  been  reported  successful. 

District  No.  4. 

Prudential  Committee,  Cf.  W.  Gault;  teacher,  B.  W.  Chapman; 
length  of  school,  ten  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  sixteen; 
average  attendance,  fourteen  and  six  fifty-fifths ;  wages  of  teacher, 
$20. 

Mr.  Chapman,  in  his  remarks,  speaks  of  the  want  cff  a  proper 
amount  of  text  books  in  his  school ;  but  a  sufiicient  variety  of  text 
books  there  seems  to  be  no  want  of.  The  progress  of  the  school 
was  good. 

District  No.  5. 

Prudential  Committee,  Weymouth  Bean;  teacher,  Miss  Sarah 
E.  French;  length  of  school,  six  and  one  half  weeks;  whole 
number  of  scholars,  eighteen;  average  attendance,  fifteen  and 
twenty  thirty-thirds;  wages  of  teacher,  $16. 

This  was  Miss  French's  first  term.  She  had  a  great  interest  in 
her  work,  and  succeeded  in  giving  her  school  a  satisfactory  ap- 
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peavaiicc.  The  school  had  not  made  that  rapid  and  thorough  ad- 
vancement which  we  have  a  right  to  expect  only  from  experienced 
teachers. 

The  winter  term,  of  six  weeks,  was  taught  by  Albert  Harden, 
of  Loudon ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  twenty-two ;  avei'age  at- 
tendance, twenty  and  three-fourths ;  wages  of  teacher,  $28. 

Mr.  Marden  possesses  the  requisite  tact  and  ability  to  make  him 
an  excellent  instructor.  He  seeks  what  all  teachers  should,  to  in- 
duce the  scholar  "  to  think,  not  to  repeat."  But  in  this  district  he 
did  not  use  the  governing  executive  faculty  sufficiently,  yet  the 
examination  gave  evidence  of  a  healthy  progress  of  the  school. 
Many  of  the  scholars  want  more  heart  in  the  work. 

District  No.  6. 
I  have  received  no-  report  from  the  teacher,  neither  had  I  any 
notice  of  the  close  of  the  school. 

District  No.  7. 

Prudential  Committee,  J.  Young ;  teacher.  Miss  Sarah  E.  French ; 
length  of  school,  twelve  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  eleven; 
average  attendance,  nine  and  six  elevenths;  wages  of  teacher,  $10. 

The  school  was  quiet,  Orderly  and  industrious. 

District  No.  8. 

Prudential  Committee,  Daniel  Dow;  teacher,  Miss  Ellen  P. 
Mudgett ;  length  of  school,  ten  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
nine;  average  attendance,  eight;  wages  of  teacher,  $16. 

This  is  the  third  term  that  Miss  Mudgett  has  taught  in  this  dis- 
trict, which  fact  is  sufficient  evidence  that  she  gives  general  satis- 
faction to  the  district. 

District  No.  9. 

Prudential  Conimittee,  John  B.  More;  teacher,  Miss  Martha  E. 
Px"ice;  length  of  school,  twelve  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
thirty-six;  average  attendance,  twenty-tAVo;  wages  of  teacher, 
$22. 

Miss  Price  has  had  considerable  valuable  experience  as  a  teacher, 
which  added  to  her  literary  attainments,  makes  her  a  valuable  in- 
structress of  the  young;  consequently  the  school  under  her  charge, 
though  backward,  made  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

The  Winter  term  of  twelve  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Clara 
Peaslee;  whole  number  of  scholars,  thu-ty-four;  average  attend- 
ance, twenty-seven;  wages  of  teacher,  $28. 

Miss  Peaslee  is  a  faithfnl,  efficient,'  earnest  worker  for  the  good 
of  her  school.    This  district  was  verv  well  satisfied  with  her  ser- 
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vices,  and  judging  from  the  valuable  presents  received  by  hev  from 
A  Christmas  tree  at  the  school-house  in  the  evening,  she  had  be- 
come personally  endeared  to  the  scholars.  The  evening  exercises 
wei"e  pleasant  and  profitable. 

District  No.  10.  *    ' 

Prudential  Committee,  E.  S.  Price ;  teacher,  Miss  Mary  P.  Price ; 

length  of  school,  nine  and  one-half  weeks;    whole  number  of 

scholars,  twenty ;   average  attendance,  sixteen ;   wages  of  teacher, 

$18. 
Owing  to  a  mistake  on  my  part,  I  did  not  visit  the  school  at  its 

close.    I  have  understood  by  j)arents  in  the  district,  that  the  school 

was  quite  successful. 

DiSJRICT  No.   11. 

Prudential  Committee,  William  Thompson ;  teacher,  Miss  Celia 
H.  Marsh;  length  of  school,  eight  weeks;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, ten;  average  attendance,  eight;  wages  of, teacher,  $13^. 

This  school  of  only  eight  weeks,  still  maintains  its  i3re-eminence 
over  the  other  schools  in  town.  It  is  still  characterized  by  the 
same  orderly  and  industrious  habits.  Miss  Marsh  is  a  faithful  and 
elficient  teacher,  giving  sound,  not  superficial  instruction. 

District  No.  12. 

Prudential  Committee,  Joseph  B.  Durrell;  teacher.  Miss  Mary 
A.  Lougee ;  length  of  school,  ten  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, nineteen ;  average  attendance,  fifteen ;  wages  .of  teacher,  $12. 

Miss  Lougee  is  an  experienced  teacher.  Under  her  charge  the 
school  appeared  orderly  and  studious.  She  says  in  her  report, 
"  that  it  has  been  her  aim  to  have  short  lessons,  well  learned,  in 
IDreference  to  long  ones  half  committed." 

The  Winter  term  of  six  weeks,  was  taught  by  George  C.  Pres- 
cott;  whole  number  of  scholars,  fifteen;  avei'age  attendance,  thir- 
teen aud  tAVO-thirds ;  wages  of  teacher,  $29^.  A  large  fraction  of 
the  scholars  were  absent  at  the  close  of  the  school.  Who  was  in 
fault  I  know  not.  Those  present  were  orderly  and  studious,  and 
gaVc  evidence  of  previous  effort. 

District  No.  13. 

Prudential  Committee,  E.  S.  Mudgett;  teacher,  Miss  Ellen  P. 
Mudgett;  length  of  school,  eight  weeks;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, fourteen ;  average  attendance,  twelve  and  one-half;  wages  of 
teacher,  $8 ;  board  given. 

Of  the  success  of  the  school  I  cannot  render  the  town  an  intelli- 
gent report,  for  there  were  only  a  very  few  scholars  present  at  its 
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close.  Whether  the  fault  lies  with  the  teacher,  echolars  or  parents, 
your  committee  knows  not ;  but  that  the  scholars  are  very  indiffer- 
ent in  regard  to  their  books  is  quite  evident.  And  I  fear  the  pa- 
rents have  not  that  zeal  wliich  the  work  requires.  That  this  school 
having  as  it  did  last  year  six  months  of  school,  and  this  year  five 
months,  and  then  being  behind,  as  it  is,  schools  in  town  of  only 
eight  and  ten  weeks,  supposes  something  wrong  somewhere. 
What  arc  the  parents  doing? 

The  Winter  term  of  tliirteen  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  S. 
Leavitt,  of  Loudon ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  twenty-six ;  avei'- 
age  attendance,  twenty-two ;  wages  of  teacher  not  stated  in  her 
register. 

The  school  otherwise  than  the  order  (which  was  exceptionable) 
])resented  no  marked  characteristics  to  laud  or  blame.  Miss  Lea- 
vitt is  a  young  teacher.  I  suggest  that  this  district  had  better  em- 
ploy older  and  more  experienced  teachers. 

District  Ko.  14. 

Prudential  Committee,  John  S.  S.  Eollins;  teacher,  Miss  Fannie 
A.  Kollins ;  length  of  school,  nine  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, fourteen ;  average  attendance,  eleven  and  one-half;  wages  of 
teacher,  $14.  ' 

Miss  Rollins  displayed  her  usual  tact  in  instructing  the  young. 
A  change  of  teachers  was  made  necessary  by  sickness,  which 
somewhat  interrupted  the  progress  of  the  school. 

District  No.  15. 

Prudential  Committee,  D.  B.  S.  Adams ;  teacher.  Miss  Addie  A. 
Paige,  of  Pittsfield;  length  of  school,  nine  weeks ;  whole  number 
of  scholars,  seventeen ;  average  attendance,  twelve ;  wages  of 
teacher,  $20. 

The  district  was  f  ery  fortunate  and  wise  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  Miss  Paige.  She  maintained  fully  the  reputation  given  her  in 
last  year's  report.  She  labored  with  her  usual  zeal  to  maintain  a 
model  school. 

District  No.  16. 

Prudential  Committee,  Edwin  N.  Sanborn;  teacher  of  both 
terais.  Miss  Amaretta  M.  Edgerly;  length  of  school,  eight  weeks; 
Avhole  number  of  scholars,  fourteen ;  average  attendance,  eleven 
and  three-quarters;  wages  of  teacher,  exclusive  of  board,  $10. 

Miss  Edgerly  has  the  faculty  of  teaching  a  good  school.  Most 
of  the  scholars  arc  young  in  this  district.  Hence  her  kind 
words  and  cheerful  zeal  for  their  success,  made  her  a  fitting  teach- 
er to  lead  them.    Length  of  Winter,  term,  eleven  weeks ;  wages  of 
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teacher,  $13;  boaVd  given;  whole  number  of  ecliolars,  sixteen; 
average  attendance,  tlairteen  and  a  quarter; 
District  No.  17. 

Prudential  Committe,  Cyrus  Lamprey ;  teacher,  Miss  Laura  B. 
J.  Bartlett ;  length  of  school,  eight  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, thirteen;  average  attendance,  eleven  and  one-half;  wages  of 
teacher,  $12. 

I  consider  this  school  under  Miss  Bartlett's  charge,  to  have  been 
a  perfect  success.  She  was  active  and  untiring  in  her  exertions 
for  the  good  of  the  school.  She  seems  to  have  done  everything  she 
could  to  build  it  up,  and  to  interest  the  student. 

The  Winter  term  of  eight  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Belinda 
Bean;  whole  number  of  scholars,  ten;  average  attendance,  eight; ' 
wages  of  teacher,  $12 ;  board  given.    The  notice  of  the  close  of  the 
school  came  the  next  mail  after  the  school  had  closed.    Miss  Beau 
has  had  some  experience  as  a  teacher. 

District  No.  18. 

Prudential  Committee,  William  Buswell;  teacher,  Miss  Amy  L. 
Edgerly ;  length  of  school,  seven  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, forty-one ;  average  attendance,  thirty-five  and  two-sevenths; 
Avages  of  teacher,  $26. 

The  school  was  orderly  iu  appearance  and  prompt  in  recitation . 
The  teacher  was  apt  in  illustrating  and  fixing  upon  the  mind  of  the 
scholar,  the  principles  taught.  Miss  Edgerly  is  an  excellent  teacher. 

The  Winter  term  of  seven  weeks  was  taught  by  George  H. 
Mason,  of  Loudon;  whole  number  of  scholars,  fifty-five;  average 
attendance,  forty-four  and  twenty-three  seventieths;  Avages  of 
teacher,  $35. 

This  school  has  been  eminently  successful;  why?  First,  because 
it  has  not  been  optional  with  the  scholar  whether  he  would  learn 
little  or  much;  second,  because  the  teach  adds  to  a  natural  ability 
to  teach  and  govern,  that  experience  which  is  necessary  to  teach 
and  govern  well.  To  see  how  much  a  scholar  may  be  made  to 
reason,  not  to  remember,  seems  to  be  his  aim. 

Mr,  Mason,  in  his  report,  praises  the  scholars  for  their  correct 
deportment  and  studious  habits.  He  speaks  of  them  as  "  having 
been  co-workers  with  liim,"  and  expresses  his  thanks  to  the  par- 
ents for  their  kindness  to  him. 
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GENERAL  EEMARKS. 

(Teutlcmen,  agreeably  to  the  General  statutes,  I  submit  to  you 
my  second  annual  report,  on  the  condition  of  our  common  schools 
the  current  year.  The  standai'd  of  instruction  has  advanced — of 
discipline  has  gone  back.  The  interest  of  Prudential  Commit- 
tees, pupils  and  parents,  is  full  as  dimii^utive  as  the  previous  po- 
litical year,  and  the  town  at  large  as  beautifully  small.  The  num- 
ber of  scholars  attending  school  has  diminished;  the  average 
length  of  school  to  each  district  has  likewise  diminished ;  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  attending  to  each  one  of  the  several  studies  liur- 
sued  in  town,  has  also  diminished;  and  three  districts,  for  want  of 
adequate  funds,  have  wisely  concluded  to  have  but  one  term  of 
school  during  the  year.  Is  our  motion  backward?  It  would  be 
much  more  agreeable  to  give  a  flattering  account  of  the  condition 
of  our  schools,  but  I  should  be  doing  not  only  injustice  to  the 
boys  and  girls  of  the  age,  but  to  the  town  of  Gilmanton,  to  cry 
perfect,  when  they  are  fiir  below  the  mark  of  their  high  calling. 

If  the  object  of  our  practical  thinking  schools  is  to  instill  into 
the  mind  principles,  ]Tot  facts;  to  grow  the  faculty  of  the  mind, 
not  the  memorizing;  to  fit  the  scholar  for  thinking  and  acting, 
then  they  are  adequate  for  the  exigencies  of  the  times.  Our  school 
system  may  have  been  the  system  for  the  past ;  but  thought  must 
assume  new  strength,  it  must  grapple  with  new  principles,  and 
make  new  application  of  old  ones.  It  has  new  and  magnificent 
unfoldings  of  the  hidden  mysteries  of  nature  yet  to  make,  that 
shall,  for  aught  we  know,  be  of  as  much  practical  utility  as  the 
discoveries  that  have  characterized  the  last  age  as  both  practical 
and  progressive.    Hence  the  school  must  assume  new  significance. 

What  then  is  our  influence  as  citizens  called  upon  for?  To  do  as 
other  States  about  us  have  doue,  or  are  doing,  (and  which  Avitli 
them  has  proved  a  wise  course) ,  abolish  our  school  districts  and 
establish  Normal  Schools.  An  act  was  introduced  into  our  Legis- 
lature last  summer,  looking  to  the  abolition  of  the  present  school 
district  system ;  the  turning  of  district  property  into  the  town's 
hands,  and  vesting  the  power  of  employing  and  locating  teachers 
pi  the  school  committee.  No  one  conversant  with  our  selections 
of  Prudential  Committees,  and  their  selection  of  teachers,  Avill  long 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  movement.  Some  may  look  upon  it  with 
prejudice.  It  may  look  to  them  too  much  like  a  scheme  to  take 
the  power  out  of  their  hands,  and  central  it  in  onei)erson.  But 
could  a  person,  born  a  school  committee,  or  in  other  words,  quali. 
fled  in  every  respect  for  the  oflice,  (and  we  should  have  no  others), 
have  had  the  power  of  selecting  the  teachers  last  spring,  and  espec- 
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ially  of  locating  those  selected,  tlie  utility  of  the  moucy  expended 
might  have  been  doubled.  The  power  of  employing  and  locating 
the  teachers  vested  in  a  committee  would  most  cei'tainly  advance 
the  standard  of  qualification  in  the  teachers.  Experience  teachers 
the  necessity  of  consolidation  and  concentration  of  forces.  And 
it  is  no  less  applicable  to  intellectual  than  to  other  forces.  Our  dis- 
tricts should  be  consolidated,  and  our  money  and  scholars  central- 
ized. . 

Every  inonvation  before  it  is  justly  entitled  to  consideration, 
must  first  show  that  it  has  some  specific  evil  to  remedy,  or  some 
good  to  accomplish ;  nay,  but  it  must  before  it  can  be  successfuUy 
cstablished ;  therefore,  I  speak  of  the  Normal  School.  What  is 
the  object  of  the  Normal  School?  To  furnish  our  schools  with 
trained  teachers.  If  it  does  that  faithfully  and  eflectually,  what 
higher  ofB.ce  could  it  perform?  What  stronger  claim  could  it  urge 
upon  the  ijcople,  than  the  willingness  and  the  ability  to  furnish 
young  teachers,  expert  in  the  faculy  of  leading  (not  driving) . 
young  minds. 

We  want  experienced  lawyers  to  manage  our  technical  law  cases. 
We  are  not  williug  to  trust  the  diseased  material  casket,  that  con- 
tains but  for  a  while  the  mind,  to  a  quack  doctor.  But  strange  to 
relate,  with  perfect  indifterence  we  turn  over  to  the  novice  at 
teaching,  the  buoyant  little  school-boy,  with  a  nature  so  complex, 
so  pliable,  whose  impressions  received  expire  not  with  the  term. 
It  is  wrong,  radically  wrong.  It  may  be  answered  that  Normal 
Schools  do  not  create  ability.  True,  but  they  call  it  out  and  give 
it  direction ;  they  develop  tact  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  for  lead- 
ing and  instructing  a  child ;  they  unify  the  system  of  instruction 
through  a  state,  and  tend  to  make  the  text-books  used  uniform. 
^V^lat  we  want  In  our  teachers  is  not  only  tact  and  ability,  but  we 
Avant  that  training  that  shall  give  direction  to  effort.  Efforts  are 
commendable ;  but  they  may  be  misdirected,  and  their  force  wasted, 
and  perhaps  worse  than  wasted  for  want  of  skill.  No  bimgliug 
hand  can  make  fine  and  proper  impressions. 

In  visiting  schools  I  have  been  struck  with  the  inability  of  the 
scholar  to  apply  the  knowledge  gained.  Many  scholars  have 
studied  Grammar  several  terms,  and  yet  have  not  seen  any  truths 
therein  taught  that  direct  how  to  read,  write  and  speak  the  English 
language  con-ectly.  They  are  utterly  innocent  of  having  attached 
any  significance  to  the  study.  A  great  amount  of  time  is  devoted 
to  the  study  of  Arithmetic,  and  yet  its  principles  are  too  rax'ely 
mastered. 

At  every  step  to  bo  talcen  tlie  scholar  is  mastered — he  too  seldom 
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masters;  liis  resources  are  liis  teacher,  not  himself.  After  the 
youthful  scholar  has  mastered  his  letters  and  begins  to  adA\ance  in 
the  sciences,  liis  curiosity  should  be  skillfully  excited,  and  his 
reasoning-  fiiculties  artfully  drawn  out ;  lie  should  be  questioned, 
and  allowed  and  induced  to  question. 

If  every  principle  approached  is  mastered,  as  it  should  be,  the 
growth  of  the  mind  keeps  pace  with  the  body ;  and  as  the  scholar 
advances  still  farther  in  the  sciences,  liis  boyish  curiosity  soon 
deepens  into  love  of  research  and  investigation.  This  point  gained, 
the  boy  is  a  student  for  time ;  yes,  longer,  for  progress  ends  not 
wite  time,  but  runs  parallel-  with  eternity.  I  wish  to  make  one 
quotation  on  account  of  its  superior  worth,  from  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  PubHc  Schools,  in  Boston,  Mass.  ^'  So  in  the 
estabUshment  of  the  school,  it  was  such  an  institution  as  should 
draw  out  the  mind  in  all  of  its  approaches  to  manhood ;  so  that  it 
should  have  power  from  its  own  stand-point  to  consider  and  dis- 
cuss every  theory  of  error  and  of  truth, — ability,  to  comprehend 
and  rightfully  measure  its  discoveries  and  condense  them  into  well 
balanced  judgments, — forecast  to  see  the  future  influence  and 
dominion  of  its  adjudicated  truths, — and  stability  and  moral  pur- 
pose to  stand  bj'  its  convictions  to  their  final  triumph  in  the  indi- 
vidual and  the  municipal  life."  Shall  we  not  have  jirofessional 
teachers  in  this  State? 

The  New  Englander  that  boasts  of  the  superiority  of  our  institu- 
tions, sends  his  son  for  a  finished  education  to  Germany,  the  land 
of  Normal  Schools.  Let"  us  have  a  little  more  stamina  in  our  edu- 
cation. 

Citizen  voters  of  Gilmanton,  one  year  ago  you  considered  it  un- 
wise to  appropriate  more  money  for  school  purposes.  To-day,  does  ' 
not  the  best  interests  of  the  town  demand  an  increased  appropria- 
tion for  our  schools?  Does  not  a  feeling  of  fellowship,  and  the 
laws  of  society  present  a  fair  claim  upon  our  generosity  in  this 
direction?  Do  we  mean  what  our  actions  say,  that  we  wish  "  the 
rich  to  grow  richer  and  the  poor  poorer.'' 

A  republic  like  ours  is  strong  in  proportion  to  the  intelligence  of 
the  people.  The  church  and  school  are  the  educators  of  the  people. 
More  money  is  spent  in  our  town  in  its  various  forms  on  our 
churches  than  on  our  schools.  An  ignorant  religion  is  intolerant, 
and  intolerance  is  sin.  Intellectual  culture  guides  and  gives 
strength  to  moral  culture,  thus  the  church  may  look  to  the  schools 
for  its  integrity  and  power.  He  who  would  increase  the  influence 
of  our  churches,  and  give  the  people  a  sound  Christianity  must  aid 
our  schools, 
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luasmuch  as  our  schools  and  churches  give  toue  to  the  morals  of 
society,  so  they  increase  the  security  of  property.  An  intelligent 
people  can  master  a  debt  easier  than  an  unintelligent  people,  for 
•'  mind  governs  matter."  But  looking  at  the  question  in  a  money 
point  of  view  is  altogether  too  low.  What,  set  mind  against  mat- 
ter? '' Pamper  the  body  at  the  soul's  expense!"  Matter  is  ma- 
terial, consequently  gross.  Much  is  immaterial,  consequently  re- 
lined.  The  pleasures  of  the  body,  like  the  body,  are  gross.  The 
pleasures  of  the  mind,  like  the  mind  are  refined.  Edward  Ever- 
ett, speaks  of  education  as  "  furnisliing  us  with  a  refined  pleas- 
ure." 

Parents  of  Gilmauton,  that  a  war  of  the  magnitude  of  the  recent 
civil  war  of  this  country,  should  have  coaivulsed  society,  and  dis- 
turbed some  of  intei'ests,  is  not  strange.  For  four  years  its  shad- 
ow has  hovered  over  our  schools.  It  is  long  enough.  Let  not  our 
public  debt  longer  be  an  excuse  for  withholding  money  from  our 
schools.  But  while  we  ask  for  more  money,  parents,  say  as  you 
may,  and  as  employers,  you  have  a  right  too,  what  the  standard  ot 
excellence  in  the  employed  and  their  schools  shall  be ;  and  when 
you  have  done  that,  and  doubled  your  interest  in,  and  attention  to 
the  schools,  you  have  doubled  the  utility  of  the  money  expended 
for  them.  And  when  your  influence  has  been  potent  in  doing 
away  with  the  present  rusty  school  machinery,  and  in  procuring 
professional  teachers  who  make  teaching  a  study,  a  business,  and 
a  means  of  gaining  a  livelihood,  instead  of  a  pastime,  then  j'ou 
may  hope  to  have  increased  the  utility  Of  the  money  expended 
many  fold.
